Spain today began 30 days of 
national mourning for General­ 
issimo Francisco Franco, West­ 
ern Europe’s last surviving dic­ 
tator, who died early today 
after a month-long battle for 
life. 
Heads of other West Eu­ 
ropean governments expressed 
the hope that the death of the 
man who had ruled Spain with 
an iron hand for 36 years would 
mean the rebirth of democracy 
in his country. But his reac­

mined fight against the advo­ 
cates of a new and liberal 
Spain. 
The government announced 
that Franco would be given a 


state funeral on Sunday and 
that the successor he desig­ 
nated, Prince Juan Carlos de 
Borbon, would be installed on 
Saturday as Spain’s first king 
in 44 years. 
The 37-year-old prince, who 
has been acting chief of state 
since Oct. 30, is a grandson of 
King Alfonso XIII and was edu­ 
cated 
and 
trained 
under 
Franco’s supervision from the 
age of 11. The dictator desig­ 
nated him his successor in 1969, 
but many Spaniards expect him 
to try to move the political sys­ 
tem toward democracy. 
Juan Carlos will take the 
name King Juan Carlos I since 
his father, Don Juan, the Count 
of Barcelona, has refused to re­ 
nounce his own prior claim to 


the throne.

Inflation grows 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In­ 
flation accelerated in October 
as 
sharply 
higher 
grocery 
prices pushed the cost of living 
up seven-tenths of one per cent, 
the government said today. 
Last month’s price increase 
was the third highest this year 
and followed increases of only 
two-tenths of a per cent in Au­ 
gust and five-tenths of a per 
cent in September, the Labor 
Department said. 
Inflation had cooled earlier 
this year, but spurted briefly 
during June and July before 
easing in late summer. Econo­ 
mists, both in and out of gov­ 
ernment, are concerned that 
the new acceleration of in­ 
flation could choke off con­ 
sumer buying power and slow 
the recovery from recession. 
Consumer prices over the 
past 12 months were up 7.6 per 
cent, the smallest over-the-year 


increase since the 12-month pe­ 
riod ending September, 1973, 
when they were up 7.4 per cent. 
Higher food prices led the Oc­ 
tober increase, but there also 
were substantial price gains for 
new cars, clothing, fuel oil, 
mortgage interest rates and 
auto insurance, the government 
said. 
The consumer price index in 
October stood at 164.6 of the 
1967 average of 100, meaning it 
cost $164.60 to buy the same 
goods and services that cost 
$100 eight years ago. 
Prices so far this year have 
increased 5.9 per cent. 
At 
the 
grocery 
counter, 
where prices fell slightly in 
September, sharp increases for 
meats, dairy products and cof­ 
fee pushed prices up 1.5 per 
cent last month. It was the 
sharpest jump since a 1.7 per 
cent increase last July. 


However, there were substan­ 
tial savings on poultry and 
eggs 
Fresh 
fruit 
prices 
dropped sharply for the third 
straight month, while cereal 
and bakery products continued 
their decline that began earlier 
this year. Sugar prices also 
were down after increases over 
the previous two months 
Over-all food costs, including 
restaurant meals, were up 1.3 
per cent following September’s 
rise of only one-tenth of a per 
cent. 
Goods other than food in­ 
creased in price by three-tenths 
of a per cent in October, the 
sam e as in September. Prices 
of services rose six-tenths of a 
per cent largely because of in­ 
creases 
for mortgage rates, 
medical care and rent. 
In a separate report, the La­ 
bor Department said the buying 
power of worker’s paychecks 


was unchanged over the month. 
However, over the year, real 
earnings were up 1.9 per cent, 
thanks to the reduction in fed­ 
eral income taxes which took 
effect last May. 
The rise in the non-food price 
index of three-tenths of one per 
cent compared with average 
monthly increases of about six- 
tenths of a per cent in the first 
eight months of the year 
In October, fuel oil and coal

Gasoline and motor oil 
prices declined slightly, but not 
as much as usual in October 
and as a result were still up 
nine-tenths of a per cent. 
Prices for new 1976 cars were 
up 2.7 per cent. However, they 
normally rise at this time of 
the year, and the new car index 
declined one-tenth of a per cent 
after seasonal adjustment.

Reagan finally makes it official 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
publican Ronald Reagan an­ 
nounced his candidacy for the 
White House today, challenging 
President Ford and a Washing­ 
ton “ buddy system ” he blamed 
for major national woes. 
“ I believe my candidacy will 
be healthy for the nation and 
my party,” the conservative 
Californian and former actor 
said as he began the actie 
phase of his effort to wrest the 
White House from a Republican 
President. 
Ford aides and allies contend 
the Reagan challenge could di­ 
vide the GOP and thus help the 
Democrats in the end. 
Reagan keynoted his personal 
campaign with a slap at the 
Washington 
establishment. 
While he didn’t say so directly, 
he clearly included Ford. 
The former two-term gover­ 


nor of California ticked off his 
complaints: high rates of in­ 
flation, unemployment and in­ 
terest; 
big 
government 
he 
called 
coercive, 
meddlesome 
and ineffective; a diminished 
U.S. defense posture; detente 
with the Soviet Union, which he 
said is too one-sided. 
“ In my opinion, the root of 
these problems lies right here 
— in Washington, D.C.,” Rea­ 
gan said in a prepared declara­ 
tion of candidacy. “Our na­ 
tion’s capital has become the 
seat of a ‘buddy’ system that 
functions for its own benefit — 
increasingly insensitive to the 
needs of the American worker 
who supports it with his taxes. 
“Today it is difficult to find 
leaders who are independent of 
the forces that have brought us 
our problems — the Congress, 
the bureaucracy, the lobbyists, 


big business and big labor,” 
Reagan said. 
“ If America is to survive and 
go forward this must change,” 
he said. “ It will only change 
when the American people vote 
for a leadership that listens to 
them, relies on them and seeks 
to return government to them. 
We need a government that is 
confident not of what it can do 
but of what the people can do.” 
Reagan cited his years as 
governor of California as evi­ 
dence that he can manage gov­ 
ernment more efficiently. “We 
found that fiscal responsibility 
is possible, that the welfare 
rolls can come down, that so­ 
cial problems can be met below 
the federal level,” Reagan said. 
Republican rebuttal wasn’t 
long in coming. 
Sen. Charles H. Percy of Il­ 
linois had a reply to Reagan 


ready in advance, saying the 
former governor would lead the 
GOP to the kind of election de­ 
feat the Democrats suffered in 
1972 
with 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern. 
“ Indeed, I believe a Reagan 
nomination and the crushing 
defeat likely to follow could sig­ 
nal the beginning of the end for 
our party as an effective force 
in American political life,” Per­ 
cy said. 
Percy, who explored presi­ 
dential candidacy himself be­ 
fore Ford succeeded to the 
White House, said he hopes the 
President will not try to match 
Reagan's rhetoric or policies. 
“If the President wins the nom­ 
ination by out-Reaganing Rea­ 
gan, it will cost him the elec­ 
tion, and that will serve neither 
our party nor his own con­ 
servative philosophy,” Percy 


said. 
Reagan was following up his 
announcement 
with a quick 
two-day campaign 
swing 
to 
four early primary states — 
Florida, New Hampshire, North 
Carolina and Illinois 
Reagan, an activist liberal 
Democrat in his early Holly­ 
wood days, is making his sec 
ond bid for the Republican 
presidential 
nomination.

first, at the GOP convention in 
1968, 
was 
brief 
and

strength of Richard M. Nixon. 
But Reagan was the only 
GOP rival who worried Nixon 
in that campaign, testament to 
the clout of conservatives in a 
GOP National Convention. 
This time, Reagan, now 64, 
has had a campaign committee 
at work for five months, and 
his insistence that he had not 


mado up his mind about can­ 
didacy didn’t fool the politi­ 
cians.

Eat, drink and 
be wary 
“Gentlemen: I have recently 
read a story about a purple 
coloring 
which might cause 
cancer. If it does, I would ap­ 
preciate your letting me know 
about it as soon as possible. ” 
“Dear Mr. Secretary: What 
are 
potassium 
sorbate 
and 
monosodium phosphate? P.S. I 
am suspicious.” 
These are excerpts from two 
letters out of some 200,000 
communications received by the 
Food and Drug Administration 
each 
year 
from 
Americans 
concerned about what is going 
into their food, and into their 
bodies, and who are baffled-and 
frightened--by 
the sometimes 
unpronounceable 
nam es 
of 
chemicals theyy find on food 
packages and containers. They 
are reprinted in a recently 
published 
book aptly named 
“Panic in the Pantry.” 
Co-authored by Elizabeth M. 
Whelan, Sc. D., and Frederick J. 
Stare, M.D., chairman of the 
department 
of 
nutrition 
at 
H arvard 
School 
of 
Public 
Health. “Panic in the Pantry” 
has been 
causing as 
much 
controversy as some of the food- 
scare stories it attempts to 
refute. 
Certainly, it is going against 
the popular trend today 
to 
maintain that the that the food 
Americans 
eat are, on 
the 
whole, 
safe, wholesome and 
nutritious and that any dangers 
posed by much-criticized a r­ 
tificial additives are remote. 
Concern over food is nothing 
new. In the 1940s, for example 
one book caused panic in a lot of 
pantries 
by 
linking 
milk 
drinking with cancer. But ever 
since the cranberries scare in 
the 1960s, Americans have been 
bombarded with a succession of 
claims or reports linking this or 
that food or pesticide or additive 
with this or that disease or 
disorder 
Yet little is said about the role 
of 
additives 
in 
drastically 
reducing 
the 
incidence 
of 
stom ach 
cancer 
am ong 
Americans or the fact that 
improved nutrition has enabled 
more people to live to the ages 
where cancer or heart disease 
are threats. 
All foods, the authors point 
out, are composed of chemicals, 
and it would be just as easy to 
whip up a 
scare over the 
“ natural” hydrogen cyanide in 
lima beans as over cyclamates, 
if laboratory rats were fed the 
same massive doses that led the 
FDA 
to 
ban 
the 
artificial 
sweetener. 
Drs. Whelan and Stare have 
little good to say about the 
Delaney Clause, wlu;h the FDA 


invoked 
in 
the 
case 
of 
cyclamates. That amendment to 
the Food and Drug Act states 
that no food additive shall be 
permitted in the food supply if it 
is shown to induce cancer in 
man or animal-regardless of the 
size of the dose or the length of 
time it was fed. 
But too much of anything, 
even common table salt, can 
cause harm 
if ingersted in 
amounts exceeding that in the 
normal diet. 
Fortunately, the cyclamates 
ban, which even the scientist 
whose research it was based on 
now thinks was probably un­ 
warranted, may have had a 
beneficial 
result. 
The 
FDA 
seems to have adopted a more 
cautious approach to claims 
being made against such things 
as DES, a growth-promoting 
hormone fed to cattle (and also 
found in a wide variety of 
natural foods), the artificial 
coloring Red Dye No. 2 and 
nitrites, used to color meats and 
to prevent botulism. 
“What concerns us most about 
the current panic over food 
additives,” say the authors, “is 
that the facts about nutrition 
and health which have taken 
hundreds of years to accumulate 
are bening overlooked in favor 
of 
siolated, 
scientifically 
ir r e s p o n s ib le - b u t 
w ell 
publicized-claims about alleged 


‘poisons’ in our food.” 
Among the consequences of 
the panic, they say, are the 
"natural food craze” on which 
the public is spending about $1 
billion 
a 
year, 
and 
the 
distraction of Americans from 
such real threats as cigarette 
smoking, too much saturated 
fat, lack of exercise and just 
plain overeating. 
W hether 
or 
not 
m any 
Americans will be.persuaded by 
“Panic in the Pantry” and its 
admonition that, in moderation, 
we eat, drink and be wary of 
those who raise questions about 
the safety of our food, the book 
would seem to be a much needed 
counterbalance 
to 
the 
con­ 
tinuing flood of other books, 
articles and television programs 
which have made eating not an 
enjoyable 
but an anxiety- 
provoking activity.

CONSERVATION STILL KEY 
TO ENERGY CRISIS 
With the effects of the latest 10 
per cent hike in the price of 
crude oil 
decreed 
by 
the 
O rganization 
of 
Petroleum 
Exporting Countries yet to be 
felt at the gasoline pump, and 
amidst continued warnings of 
natural gas shortages in the 
event of a severe winter, it may 
be difficult to believe that what 
threatens the United States is 


not too little energy but too 
much. 
According to one specialist in 
this field, however, forecasts of 
U.S. energy needs over the next 
25 years have been placed much 
too high, and rapid expansion of 
energy production to meet those 
inflated forecasts is not only 
unnecessary but hazardous. 
Among the hazards, says John 
Holden, an instructor in the 
U niversity 
of 
C alifornia’s 
E nergy 
and 
R esources 
Program, are the diversion of 
financial resources from more 
compelling social needs, the 
making of hasty commitments 
to unproven technologies and 
envrionmental 
damage 
that 
would 
harm 
human welfare 
more than the extra energy 
improved it. 
Apparently 
by coincidence, 
Holden issued his warning just 
before President Ford unveiled 
an ambitious proposal for a new 
government corporation to be 
called the Energy Independence 
Authority, 
which 
could 
un­ 
derwrite some $100 billion in 
energy projects. 
Instead of crash programs to 
expand 
conventional 
energy 
sources such as coal and oil and 
to 
develop 
presently 
uneconomical new sources such 
as solar, geothermal and wind 
power, 
Holden argues 
for 
conservation of the energy we 
have 
now-in 
industry, 
tran­ 
sportation, homes and offices. 
Reducing waste makes more 
energy available at smaller 
economic cost than the alter­ 
natives of mining, drilling and 
building power plants, 
he 
argues. “In this sense, con­ 
servation is the cheapest new 
energy source.” 
Also, contrary to “widespread 
misconception,” he says, energy 
conservation is likely to in­ 
crease 
em ploym ent, 
not 
decrease it. 
This is because “each dollar of 
investment capital taken out of 
energy 
consumption and in­ 
vested in something else, and 
each 
personal-consum ption 
dollar saved by reduced energy 
use and spent elsewhere in the 
economy, is likely to benefit 
employment.” 
Unfortunately, at least one 
m ajor barrier stands in the way 
of 
im plem enting 
Holden’s 
recommendation. This is the 
conviction most people have 
that there really is no energy 
shortage, or if there is, it is a 
shortage 
that has been a r­ 
tificially and arbitrarily created 
by certain groups for their own 
purposes. OPEC is the prime 
example. 
This, plus our penchant for 
making problems go away by 
throwing vast sums of money at 
them, makes it much more 
likely 
that 
Americans 
will 
support a variety of "M anhattan 
projects” in the energy field 
before 
they will entertain 
suggestions that they make any 
drastic changes in their ac­ 
customed style of energy con­ 
sumption.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—A 
highly 
classified Pentagon intelligence 
study 
predicts 
the 
Soviets, 
Chinese and their communist 
allies will have almost 15,000 
combat planes to hurl against 
the U.S. Navy by 1985. 
The 
unsettling 
document, 
stamped “Secret,” deals only 
with Soviet airpower available 
for an attack on the Navy. It 
expresses 
“ norm al 
un­ 
certainty” about its ten-year 
forecast. 
But its figures clearly show 
distinct communist air gains 
during the 80’s. By 1985, the 
communist world is expected to 
have 14,605 fighters, bombers 
and 
reconnaissance planes 
within range of U.S. naval ships 
and facilities. 
The document warns that the 
Soviets alone will have 7,810 
combat planes able to attack 
U.S. Navy forces. The other 
Warsaw Pact nations will have 
2,230; China 3,725; North Korea 
490 and North Vietnam 350. 
Soviet strike forces will in­ 
clude hot new MIG variations 
such 
as 
the 
“ F ishbed,” 
“ F lo g g er,” 
“ F e n c e r” 
and 
“ Foxbat.” Another 575 Soviet 
jets will be long-range strategic 
bombers, the study projects. 
By contrast, 
the Navy is 
unlikely to have more than 2,500 
tactical war planes. The Air 
Force may have 10,000 planes, 
but most would not be available 
for combat against a Russian 
attack on the Navy. There is no 
estimate of the 1985 strength of 
U.S. allies. 
The study is the work of the 
hush-hush Defense Intelligence 
projections and Planning team 
and is titled “ 1985 Air Threat to 
Navy Forces.” It is based on the 
assumption that the U.S. Navy 
will continue to ring Europe and 
Asia with surface and undersea 
craft, and thus be vulnerable to 
attacks on patrol craft. 
The communist air fleets will 
also have advanced technical 
features to plague the U.S. in 
case of conflict. 
“By 1985 (U.S.) naval air 
strike forces will encounter a 


numerically 
superior 
enemy 
fighter 
force 
equipped 
with 
beyond-visual-range 
air-to-air 
missiles,” warns the Pentagon 
intelligence document. 
“ Future Soviet surface-to-air 
defense weapons will be highly 
m obile, 
equipped 
with 
multimode sensors and designed 
to degrade the (U.S.) Navy’s 
d e fe n s e 
s u p p re s s io n 
capability,” 
the report con­ 
cludes. 
Footnote: The Navy has been 
shaken 
by 
Pentagon 
and 
Congressional efforts to impose 
the new F-18 fighter on them as 
their plane of the 80’s. Navy 
experts complain in classified 
memos that the F-18 runs a 
moderate to high risk of being 
an unreliable performer.

processes

elections, it is linked across the 
world 
through 
international 
headquarters 
in 
B russels, 
Belgium, 
with some mighty 
tough revolutionary “peoples 
a rm y ” 
guerrilla 
fo rc e s- 
especii-illy in Latin America. 
So l^tle known is this in the 


U.S. that the SWP rolled up over 
100,000 
votes 
for 
its 
1972 
presidential 
candidate. 
Its 
regional nominees for various 
offices piled up 440,000 across 
the nation. In California alone, 
where its national ideologue 
Farrell Dobbs now lives, it at­ 
tracted some 150,000 votes. 
It is Dobbs who militarized the 
Teamsters during the ‘30s in 
Minneapolis while he was Leon 
Trotsky’s top agent in the U.S. It 
is Dobbs who taught Jim m y 
Hof fa, who was on muscle duty 
in

the 
intricate 
techniques 
of 
paralyzing

nation’s transportation system. 
Today the party of Trotsky, 
who was the truly cruel, early- 
vintage Commissar of the Red

But I doubt there’s a 
newsman

Israel who hasn’t seen the races 
of the world mix freely there or 
who doesn’t know of the Israelis’ 
technical aid given freely on all 
continents so all could draw ever 
more sustenance from the earth. 
Yes, 
of course, one can 
disagree with Zionsim, but to 
describe 
it 
as 
racist 
is 
reminiscent of the gory rhetoric 
of 
the ‘30s which brought 
holocaust and death not to any 
one religion but to 100 million of 
all races and creeds. At least 
now we know where the Trot­ 
skyites stand.

At stake at the moment is 
whether the 21- year- old Miss 
Quinland, and perhaps many 
other patients who have been 
declared terminally ill, should 
be kept alive as long as possible 
by every means available or be 
allowed to die by unhooking life 
supporting devices that keep 
them alive. 
The question landed in court 
when Karen’s father, Joseph 
Qunlan, filed suit to have the 
respirator keeping his daughter 
alive unhooked. The young New 
Jersey woman has been in a 
coma since April and has been 
declared 
hopelessly 
and 
irreversibly ill. 
When the doctors refused their 
request, the Quinlans turned to 
the courts in an effort to win 
legal approval. 
However, Superior Court 
Judge Robert Muir Jr. rejected 
their request last week by ruling 
that doctors may not unhook 
Karens 
respirator. 
In 
his 
decision the judge termed the 
question of the respirator’s 
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removal a medical decision and 
said care and treatment of 
Karen should remain in medical 
hands. 
The decision will be appealed 
and eventually may become a 
Supreme Court case. 
The Quinland case, which has 
been widely publicized since 
catching the public eye several 
weeks ago, has divided people of 
all walks of life into separate 
camps on the issue. 
Since many leaders in the 
legal, medical and religious 
fields have b een widely and 
extensively quoted on the many 
sides of the issue - without much 
agreement among any - there is 
little I can say that has not 
already been said more ef­ 
fectively and intelligently. But I 
have formed some opinions of 
my own which this column gives 
me an opportunity to share. 
First of all, let me say that I 
believe society will be best 
served by preserving life at all 
costs and refusing to willfully 
allow anyone to die by removing 
life sustaining mechanisms. 
I agree that, under the mental 
anguish and strain of being 
pronounced terminally ill or 
seeing a loved one so afflicted, I 
possibly might feel differently. 
Most people, myself included, 
have no desire to become a 
burden to loved ones or to 
society and have made such a 
statement as: “ I hope I don’t 
have a long illness because I 
don’t want to be a burden.” 
But, 
remember, 
I said I 
believe society will be best 
served by preserving life rather 
than allowing it to end. Too 
often, especially in times of 
emotional and mental stress, 
man’s desires are governed 
expediency. In this case, the 
expedient 
thing 
would 
un­ 
derstandably be the removal of 
the source of the strain - even to 
the point of willing self or a 
loved one to die. 
On the surface, there seems 
little harm in allowing a person 
who is presumably going to die 
any way to go ahead and die. 
But, like an iceberg, there are 
many things beneath the surface 
that 
could 
cause 
immense 
problems in the years ahead if 
we make it legal to allow people, 
even 
those 
pronounced 
ter­ 
minally ill, to die. 
To begin with, there are in­ 
numerable 
cases 
in 
which 
persons who have been declared 
terminally ill have recovered, 
even some who have been 
comatose 
longer 
than 
Miss 
Quinlan and some who have 
been officially pronounced dead 
and then revived. 
Dr. Elizabeth Kubler Ross of 
Flossmoor, 
111., 
a 
noted 
psychiatrist and author of the 
book, “ On Death and Dying” , 
has 
interviewed 
numerous 
people 
who 
have 
been 
pronounced dead by doctors and 
have recovered, as has Dr 
Raymond 
L. 
Moody, 
a 
philosophy 
professor 
from 
Georgia who has written a book 
coming out this month called 
“ Life After Life’. 
I’m not saying that either 
would support my views on the 
Quinlan case but nevertheless, 
they bear evidence that people 
thought to be dead have revived 
and recovered. 
In refusing to allow Miss 
Quinlan’s 
respirator 
to 
be 
unhooked. Judge Muir Dointed 
out that although doctors said 
during the trial that Karen could 
probably not survive, none of 
the doctors testified there was 


“ no hope” for her recovery. 
If it becomes legal to allow 
patients to die by removing 
respirators, would the door not 
be opened wider for those who 
favor legal mercy killing — 
euthanasia? Euthanasia is the 
act or practice of painlessly 
putting to death persons suf­ 
fering incurable and distressing 
diseases in the name of mercy. 
Although none has passed, 19 
states 
have 
already 
had 
legislation introduced to legalize 
euthanasia, and its proponents 
expect 
new 
interest 
to 
be 


generated by the Quinlan case. 
Lode how our abortion laws 
have progressed, or regressed. 
At first, proponents sought legal 
abortion only 
in cases en­ 
dangering the mother’s life. 
Now many states allow abor­ 
tions practically on request. 
Then there is the matter of 
economics. With medical costs 
already at an astronomical level 
and continuing to rise, is there 
not a danger that the immense 
cost of maintaining a person on 
a respirator might unduly in­ 
fluence families to consent to 


unhooking it if It became legal ? 
And what about the patient 
unable to pay hia bills? Would 
his chances for recovery, 
however slim, be as likely to be 
preserved by a society that 
could stop the expense 
by 
pulling the plug? 
Under such 
circumstances, 
only the very wealthy might 
receive the best of medical care. 
Also, 
if 
society 
resorts 
to 
euthanasia, 
might 
Adolph 
Hitler’s concept of creating a 
super race of only the fittest and 
most desirable not be far behind 


in the mind of super ecologists. 
Finally, there is the spiritual 
aspect. To my way of thinking, 
only God gives life and only God 
has the right to take it awav. I 
further believe God has given 
man the ability and respon­ 
sibility to nurture and preserve 
life and has commanded him not 
to take the life of another man. 
Call me old- fashioned, thick­ 
headed or whatever you like. I 
hope the decision refusing to 
allow Karen Anne Quinlan’s 
respirator to be unhooked stands 
and think the world will be a 


better and safer place if it does.

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Inflation grows 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In­ 
flation accelerated in October 
as 
sharply 
higher 
grocery 
prices pushed the cost of living 
up seven-tenths of one per cent, 
the government said today. 
Last month’s price increase 
was the third highest this year 
and followed increases of only 
two-tenths of a per cent in Au­ 
gust and five-tenths of a per 
cent in September, the Labor 
Department said. 
Inflation had cooled earlier 
this year, but spurted briefly 
during June and July before 
easing in late summer Econo­ 
mists, both in and out of gov­ 
ernment, are concerned that 
the new acceleration of in­ 
flation could choke off con­ 
sumer buying power and slow 
the recovery from recession. 
Consumer prices over the 
past 12 months were up 7.6 per 
cent, the smallest over-the-year 


increase since the 12-month pe­ 
riod ending September, 1973, 
when they were up 7 4 per cent. 
Higher food prices led the Oc­ 
tober increase, but there also 
were substantial price gains for 
new cars, clothing, fuel oil, 
mortgage interest rates and 
auto insurance, the government 
said 
The consumer price index in 
October stood at 164.6 of the 
1967 average of 100, meaning it 
cost $164 60 to buy the same 
goods and services that cost 
$100 eight years ago. 
Prices so far this year have 
increased 5,9 per cent. 
At 
the 
grocery 
counter, 
where prices fell slightly in 
September, sharp increases for 
meats, dairy products and cof­ 
fee pushed prices up 1.5 per 
cent last month 
It was the 
sharpest jump since a 1.7 per 
cent increase last July 


However, there were substan­ 
tial savings on poultry and 
eggs 
Fresh 
fruit 
prices 
dropped sharply for the third 
straight month, while cereal 
and bakery products continued 
their decline that began earlier 
this year. Sugar prices also 
were down after increases over 
the previous two months 
Over all food costs, including 
restaurant meals, were up 1.3 
per cent following September's 
rise of only one-tenth of a per 
cent. 
Goods other than food in­ 
creased in price by three-tenths 
of a per cent in October, the 
same as in September. Prices 
of services rose six-tenths of a 
per cent largely because of in­ 
creases for mortgage rates, 
medical care and rent. 
In a separate report, the La­ 
bor Department said the buying 
power of worker’s paychecks 


was unchanged over the month. 
However, over the year, real 
earnings were up 1.9 per cent, 
thanks to the reduction in fed­ 
eral income taxes which took 
effect last May. 
The rise in the non-food price 
index of three-tenths of one per 
cent compared with average 
monthly increases of about six- 
tenths of a per cent in the first 
eight months of the year 
In October, fuel oil and coal 
prices rose 1.8 per cent, one of

year Gasoline and motor oil 
prices declined slightly, but not 
as much as usual in October 
and as a result were still up 
nine-tenths of a per cent. 
Prices for new 1976 cars were 
up 2.7 per cent. However, they 
normally rise at this time of 
the year, and the new car index 
declined one-tenth of a per cent 
after seasonal adjustment.

Spain today began 30 days of 
national mourning for General­ 
issimo Francisco Franco, West­ 
ern Europe’s last surviving dic­ 
tator, who died early today 
after a month-long battle for 
life. 
Heads of other West Eu­ 
ropean governments expressed 
the hope that the death of the 
man who had ruled Spain with 
an iron hand for 36 years would 
mean the rebirth of democracy 
in his country. But his reac­

The government announced 
that Franco would be given a 


state funeral on Sunday and 
that the successor he desig­ 
nated, Prince Juan Carlos de

The 37-year-old prince, who 
has been acting chief of state 
since Oct. 30, is a grandson of 
King Alfonso XIII and was edu­

Franco’s supervision from the 
age of 11. The dictator desig­ 
nated him his successor in 1969, 
but many Spaniards expect him 
to try to move the political sys­ 
tem toward democracy. 
Juan Carlos will take the

Reagan finally makes it official 


WASHINGTON <AP> - Re 
publican Ronald Reagan an­ 
nounced his candidacy for the 
White House today, challenging 
President Ford and a Washing­ 
ton "buddy system" he blamed 
for major national woes 
"I believe my candidacy will 
be healthy for the nation and 
my party," the conservative 
Californian and former actor 
said as he began the actie 
phase of his effort to wrest the 
White House from a Republican 
President 
Ford aides and allies contend 
the Reagan challenge could di 
vide the GOP and thus help the 
Democrats in the end 
Reagan keynoted his personal 
campaign with a slap at the 
Washington 
establishment. 
While he didn’t say so directly, 
he clearly included Ford 
The former two-term gover­ 


nor of California ticked off his 
complaints: high rates of in­ 
flation, unemployment and in­ 
terest, 
big 
government 
he 
called coercive, meddlesome 
and ineffective; a diminished 
U.S. defense posture; detente 
with the Soviet Union, which he 
said is too one-sided 
"In my opinion, the root of 
these problems lies right here 
— in Washington, D.C.," Rea­ 
gan said in a prepared declara­ 
tion of candidacy. "Our na­ 
tion’s capital has become the 
seat of a ‘buddy’ system that 
functions for its own benefit — 
increasingly insensitive to the 
needs of the American worker 
who supports it with his taxes 
“Today it is difficult to find 
leaders who are independent of 
the forces that have brought us 
our problems — the Congress, 
the bureaucracy, the lobbyists, 


big business and big labor," 
Reagan said 
“If America is to survive and 
go forward this must change," 
he said "It will only change 
when the American people vote 
for a leadership that listens to 
them, relies on them and seeks 
to return government to them. 
We need a government that is 
confident not erf what it can do 
but of what the people can do.” 
Reagan cited his years as 
governor of California as evi­ 
dence that he can manage gov­ 
ernment more efficiently. "We 
found that fiscal responsibility 
is possible, that the welfare 
rolls can come down, that so­ 
cial problems can be met below 
the federal level," Reagan said 
Republican rebuttal wasn't 
long in coming, 
Sen Charles H Percy of Il­ 
linois had a reply to Reagan 


ready in advance, saying the 
former governor would lead the 
GDP to the kind of election de­ 
feat the Democrats suffered in 
1972 
with 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern 
"Indeed, 1 believe a Reagan 
nomination and the crushing 
defeat likely to follow could sig 
nal the beginning of the end for 
our party as an effective force 
in American political life," Per­ 
cy said 
Percy, who explored presi­ 
dential candidacy himself be 
fore Ford succeeded to the 
White House, said he hopes »he 
President will not try to match

Despite the belated outcries of a growing number of 
Congressmen, the American people are still waiting for 
some answers to persistent reports of Russian in­ 
filtration of Capitol Hill offices. 
The charge first surfaced publicly in a recent 
television program featuring Sen. Barry Goldwater. 
When his alarming allegation failed to raise a stir, the 
Senator repeated it on public television during an in­ 
terview with Martin Agronsky. 
Goldwater said his information cam e last February in 
a conversation with Vice President Rockefeller, who 
headed the commission which investigated the CIA. The 
Vice President explained to the Senator that “ his com ­ 
mittee has learned of instances where the offices of 
Senators had been infiltrated by Soviet agents,” said 
Goldwater. When he later asked Rockefeller why the 
information wasn't in the report, said Goldwater, he was 
told, “I was requested not to publish it.” 
"As I recall it, the figure he used was either seven or 
nine offices where they had discovered infiltration, and 
they suspected a few com m ittees,” said Goldwater, who 
added that Soviet infiltrators on Capitol Hill are 
“working in offices, reporting, helping in the drafting of 
legislation, the writing of reports ... but I have no idea 
what offices they might be in...” 
John Milliken, a press aide to Rockefeller, confirmed 
to a Washington reporter that the conversation took 
place, although he couldn't confirm the “seven or nine” 
figure. 
It is well known that the Russian KGB has agents 
crawling out of the woodwork across America. Even so, 
one must still pause in amazement at the incredible 
public apathy shown to date over these serious charges.

"Gentlemen: I have recently 
read a story about a purple 
coloring

These are excerpts from two 
letters 
out 
of some 200.000 
communications received by the 
Food and Drug Administration 
each 
year 
from 
Americans 
concerned about what is going 
into their food, and into their 
bodies, and who are baffled-and 
frightened-by the sometimes 
unpronounceable nam es 
of 
chemicals theyy find on food 
packages and containers They 
are reprinted in a recently 
published book aptly named 
"Panic in the Pantry.” 
Co-authored by Elizabeth M 
Whelan, Sc D.,and Frederick J. 
Stare, M D., chairman of the 
department 
of 
nutrition 
at 
H arvard 
School 
of 
Public 
Health. “Panic in the Pantry” 
has been causing as much 
controversy as some of the food 
scare stories it attempts to 
refute 
Certainly, it is going against 
the popular trend today to 
maintain that the that the food 
Americans 
eat 
are, on the 
whole, safe, wholesome and 
nutritious and that any dangers 
posed by much-criticized ar­ 
tificial additives are remote. 
Concern over food is nothing 
new In the 1940s, for example 
one book caused panic in a lot of 
pantries 
by 
linking 
milk 
drinking with cancer But ever 
since the cranberries scare in 
the 1960s, Americans have been 
bombarded with a succession of 
claims or reports linking this or 
that food or pesticide or additive 
with this or that disease or 
disorder 
Yet little is said about the role 
of 
additives 
in 
drastically 
reducing 
the 
incidence 
of 
stom ach 
cancer 
among 
Americans or the fact that 
improved nutrition has enabled 
more people to live to the ages 
where cancer or heart disease 
are threats 
All foods, the authors point 
out, are composed of chemicals, 
and it would be just as easy to 
whip up a 
scare over 
the 
"natural” hydrogen cyanide in 
lima beans as over cyclamates, 
if laboratory rats were fed the 
same massive doses that led the 
FDA 
to 
ban 
the 
artificial 
sweetener 
Drs Whelan and Stare have 
little good to say about the 
Delaney Clause wte;h the FDA 


invoked 
in 
the 
case 
of 
cyclamates. That amendment to 
the Food and Drug Act states 
that no food additive shall be 
permitted in the food supply if it 
is shown to induce cancer in 
man or animal-regardless of the 
size of the dose or the length of 
time it was fed. 
But too much of anything, 
even common table salt, can 
cause harm 
if ingersted in 
amounts exceeding that in the 
normal diet 
Fortunately, the cyclamates 
ban, which even the scientist 
whose research it was based on 
now thinks was probably un­ 
warranted, may have had a 
beneficial 
result. 
The 
FDA 
seems to have adopted a more 
cautious approach to claims 
being made against such things 
as DES, a growth-promoting 
hormone fed to cattle (and also 
found in a wide variety of 
natural foods), the artificial 
coloring Red Dye No. 2 and 
nitrites, used to color meats and 
to prevent botulism. 
"What concerns us most about 
the current panic over food 
additives,” say the authors, “ is 
that the facts about nutrition 
and health which have taken 
hundreds of years to accumulate 
are bening overlooked in favor 
of 
siolated, 
scientifically 
ir r e s p o n s ib le - b u t 
w ell 
publicized-claims about alleged 


‘poisons’ in our food ” 
Among the consequences of 
the panic, they say, are the 
"natural food craze" on which 
the public is spending about $1 
billion 
a 
year, 
and 
the 
distraction of Americans from 
such real threats as cigarette 
smoking, too much saturated 
fat, lack of exercise and just 
plain overeating 
W hether 
or 
not 
m any 
Americans will be persuaded by 
“Panic in the Pantry" and its 
admonition that, in moderation, 
we eat. drink and be wary of 
those who raise questions about 
the safety of our food, the book 
would seem to be a much needed 
counterbalance 
to 
the 
con­ 
tinuing flood of other books, 
articles and television programs 
which have made eating not an 
enjoyable 
but 
an anxiety- 
provoking activity.

CONSERVATION STILL KEY 
TO ENERGY CRISIS 
With the effects of the latest 10 
per cent hike in the price of 
crude oil decreed 
by 
the 
O rganization of 
Petroleum 
Exporting Countries yet to be 
felt at the gasoline pump, and 
amidst continued warnings of 
natural gas shortages in the 
event of a severe winter, it may 
be difficult to believe that what 
threatens the United States is 


not too little energy but too 
much. 
According to one specialist in 
this field, however, forecasts of 
U.S. energy needs over the next 
25 years have been placed much 
too high, and rapid expansion of 
energy production to meet those 
inflated forecasts is not only 
unnecessary but hazardous. 
Among the hazards, says John 
Holden, an instructor in the 
U niversity 
of 
C alifornia’s 
E nergy 
and 
Resources 
Program, are the diversion of 
financial resources from more 
compelling social needs, the 
making of hasty commitments 
to unproven technologies and 
envrionmental 
damage 
that 
would 
harm 
human welfare 
more than the extra energy 
improved it. 
Apparently by coincidence, 
Holden issued his warning just 
before President Ford unveiled 
an ambitious proposal for a new 
government corporation to be 
called the Energy Independence 
Authority, 
which 
could 
un­ 
derwrite some $100 billion in 
energy projects. 
Instead of crash programs to 
expand 
conventional 
energy 
sources such as coal and oil and 
to 
develop 
presently 
uneconomical new sources such 
as solar, geothermal and wind 
power, 
Holden 
argues 
for 
conservation of the energy we 
have 
now-in 
industry, 
tran­ 
sportation. homes and offices. 
Reducing waste makes more 
energy available at smaller 
economic cost than the alter­ 
natives of mining, drilling and 
building 
power 
plants, 
he 
argues. "In this sense, con­ 
servation is the cheapest new 
energy source." 
Also, contrary to "widespread 
misconception," he says, energy 
conservation is likely to in­ 
crease 
em ploym ent, 
not 
decrease it. 
This is because ‘ ‘each dollar of 
investment capital taken out of 
energy consumption and in­ 
vested in something else, and 
each 
personal-consum ption 
dollar saved by reduced energy 
use and spent elsewhere in the 
economy, is likely to benefit 
employment.”

recommendation

suggestions that they make any 
drastic changes in their ac­ 
customed style of energy con­ 
sumption.

Chinese and their communist 
allies will have almost 15,000 
combat planes to hurl against 
the U.S. Navy by 1985 
The 
unsettling 
document, 
stamped "Secret,” deals only 
with Soviet airpower available 
for an attack on the Navy. It 
expresses 
"norm al 
un­ 
certainty” about its ten-year 
forecast 
But its figures clearly show- 
distinct communist air gains 
during the 8Q’s. By 1985, the 
communist world is expected to 
have 14,605 fighters, bombers 
and reconnaissance planes 
within range of U.S. naval ships 
and facilities. 
The document warns that the 
Soviets alone will have 7,810 
combat planes able to attack 
U.S. Navy forces 
The other 
Warsaw Pact nations will have 
2,230; China 3,725, North Korea 
490 and North Vietnam 350. 
Soviet strike forces will in­ 
clude hot new MIG variations 
such 
as 
the 
"F ish b ed ,” 
"F lo g g er,” 
"F e n c e r” 
and 
"Foxbat.” Another 575 Soviet 
jets will be long-range strategic 
bombers, the study projects 
By contrast, 
the Navy 
is 
unlikely to have more than 2,500 
tactical war planes The Air 
Force may have 10,000 planes, 
but most would not be available 
for combat against a Russian 
attack on the Navy There is no 
estimate of the 1985 strength of 
U.S. allies. 
The study is the work of the 
hush-hush Defense Intelligence 
projections and Planning team 
and is titled "1985 Air Threat to 
Navy Forces ” It is based on the 
assumption that the U.S. Navy 
will continue to ring Europe and 
Asia with surface and undersea 
craft, and thus be vulnerable to 
attacks on patrol craft. 
The communist air fleets will 
also have advanced technical 
features to plague the U.S. in 
case of conflict. 
"By 1985 (U.S.) naval air 
strike forces will encounter a 


numerically 
superior 
enemy 
fighter 
force equipped 
with 
beyond-visual-range 
air-to-air 
missiles,” warns the Pentagon 
intelligence document. 
"Future Soviet surface-to-air 
defense weapons will be highly 
mobile, 
equipped 
with 
multimode sensors and designed 
to degrade the (U.S.) Navy’s 
d e fe n s e 
s u p p re s s io n 
capability," 
the report con­ 
cludes 
Footnote: The Navy has been 
shaken 
by 
Pentagon 
and 
Congressional efforts to impose 
the new F-I8 fighter on them as 
their plane of the 80 s.

NEW YORK (AP) - Women 
are going into crime in a big­ 
ger way but law enforcement 
officials are ignoring it, the 
deputy chief of the Law En­ 
forcement Assistance Adminis­ 
tration said today. 
Criminologists

little, if any, research to deter­ 
mine why some women turn to 
crime and what might be done 
to prevent it, and the courts 
and prison system pay little at­ 
tention to the particular needs 
of 
women 
offenders, 
said 
Charles R. Work in a speech 
prepared for regional LEAA 
administrators. 
In addition, he said, law en­ 
forcement officials have failed 
to provide equal job opportun­ 
ities for women and have neg­ 
lected the women victims of 
rape and other crimes especial­ 
ly directed at them. 
He said the criminal justice 
system “is a system run by 
males, 
predominantly 
for 
males. Consequently, it has 
demonstrated 
little 
concern 
with or interest in the problems 
of women — either as offend­ 


ers, victims or as employes.” 
Work spoke on his last day in 
office. He submitted his resig­ 
nation about a month ago and 
plans to join a private Washing­ 
ton law firm. 
He said an LEAA task force 
on women has found that “law 
enforcement officials are large­ 
ly unaware of the status and 
needs of women in all facets of 
the criminal justice system.” 
Women and crime have re­ 
ceived recent attention follow­ 
ing the federal indictments in

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What is really at stake in Quinlan issue ?

The Karen Anne Quinlan case, 
or the so-called “ death with 
dignity’’ issue, poses one of the 
most controversial and mind- 
boggling 
questions 
facing 
mankind 
today, 
m orally, 
mentally and spiritually. 
At stake at the moment is 
whether the 21- year- old Miss 
Quinland, and perhaps many 
other patients who have been 
declared terminally ill, should 
be kept alive as long as possible 
by every means available or be 
allowed to die by unhooking life 
supporting devices that keep 
them alive. 
The question landed in court 
when Karen’s father, Joseph 
Qunlan, filed suit to have the 
respirator keeping his daughter 
alive unhooked. The young New 
Jersey woman has been in a 
coma since April and has been 
declared 
hopelessly 
and 
irreversibly ill. 
When the doctors refused their 
request, the Quinlans turned to 
the courts in an effort to win 
legal approval. 
However, 
Superior Court 
Judge Robert Muir Jr. rejected 
their request last week by ruling 
that doctors may not unhook 
Karen’s 
respirator. 
In 
his 
decision the judge termed the 
question 
of 
the 
respirator’s 
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removal a medical decision and 
said care and treatment of 
Karen should remain in medical 
hands. 
The decision will be appealed 
and eventually may become a 
Supreme Court case. 
The Quinland case, which has 
been widely publicized since 
catching the public eye several 
weeks ago, has divided people of 
all walks of life into separate 
camps on the issue. 
Since many leaders in the 
legal, 
medical and religious 
fields have b een widely and 
extensively quoted on the many 
sides of the issue - without much 
agreement among any - there is 
little I can say that has not 
already been said more ef­ 
fectively and intelligently. But I 
have formed some opinions of 
my own which this column gives 
me an opportunity to share. 
First of all, let me say that I 
believe society will be best 
served by preserving life at all 
costs and refusing to willfully 
allow anyone to die by removing 
life sustaining mechanisms. 
I agree that, under the mental 
anguish and strain of being 
pronounced terminally ill or 
seeing a loved one so afflicted, I 
possibly might feel differently. 
Most people, myself included, 
have no desire to become a 
burden to loved ones or to 
society and have made such a 
statement as: “ I hope I don’t 
have a long illness because I 
don’t want to be a burden ” 
But, 
remember, 
I said I 
believe society will be best 
served by preserving life rather 
than allowing it to end. Too 
often, especially in times of 
emotional and mental stress, 
man’s desires are governed 
expediency. In this case, the 
expedient 
thing 
would 
un­ 
derstandably be the removal of 
the source of the strain -- even to 
the point of willing self or a 
loved one to die 
On the surface, there seems 
little harm in allowing a person 
who is presumably going to die 
any way to go ahead and die. 
But, like an iceberg, there are 
many things beneath the surface 
that 
could 
cause 
immense 
problems in the years ahead if 
we make it legal to allow people, 
even 
those 
pronounced 
ter­ 
minally ill, todie. 
To begin with, there are in­ 
numerable 
cases 
in 
which 
persons who have been declared 
terminally ill have recovered, 
even 
some 
who have been 
comatose 
longer 
than 
Miss 
Quinlan and some who have 
been officially pronounced dead 
and then revived. 
Dr. Elizabeth Kubler Ross of 
Flossmoor, 
111., 
a 
noted 
psychiatrist and author of the 
book, “ On Death and Dying” , 
has 
interviewed 
numerous 
people 
who 
have 
been 
pronounced dead by doctors and 
have recovered, as has Dr 
Raymond 
L. 
Moody, 
a 
philosophy 
professor 
from 
Georgia who has written a book 
coming out this month called 
“ Life After Life’. 
I'm not saying that either 
would support my views on the 
Quinlan case but nevertheless, 
they bear evidence that people 
thought to be dead have revived 
and recovered 
In refusing to allow Miss 
Quinlan’s 
respirator 
to 
be 
unhooked. Judge Muir oointed 
out that although doctors said 
during the trial that Karen could 
probably not survive, none of 
the doctors testified there was 


“ no hope’’ for her recovery. 
If it becomes legal to allow 
patients to die by removing 
respirators, would the door not 
be opened wider for those who 
favor legal mercy killing — 
euthanasia? Euthanasia is the 
act or practice of painlessly 
putting to death persons suf­ 
fering incurable and distressing 
diseases in the name of mercy. 
Although none has passed, 19 
states 
have 
already 
had 
legislation introduced to legalize 
euthanasia, and its proponents 
expect 
new 
interest 
to 
be 


generated by the Quinlan case. 
Look how our abortion laws 
have progressed, or regressed. 
At first, proponents sought legal 
abortion 
only 
in 
cases 
en­ 
dangering the mother’s life. 
Now many states allow abor­ 
tions practically on request. 
Then there is the matter of 
economics. With medical costs 
already at an astronomical level 
and continuing to rise, is there 
not a danger that the immense 
cost of maintaining a person on 
a respirator might unduly in­ 
fluence families to consent to 


unhooking it If It became legal ? 
And what about the patient 
unable to pay hti bills’’ Would 
his 
chances 
for 
recovery, 
however slim, be as likely to be 
preserved by a society that 
could 
stop 
the 
expense 
by 
pulling the plug? 
Under such 
circumstances, 
only the very wealthy might 
receive the best of medical care 
Also, 
if 
society 
resorts 
to 
euthanasia, 
might 
Adolph 
Hitler’s concept of creating a 
super race of only the fittest and 
most desirable not be far behind 


in the mind of super ecologists. 
Finally, there is the spiritual 
aspect. To my way of thinking,

City; Sen. Donald Gralike, D- 
St. Louis and Sen. Maurice 
Schechter, D-Creve Coeur. 
Meyer, Harmon and Gralike 
spent four days in Anchorage, 
Alaska in September, attending 
the western regional conference 
of the Counncil of State Govern­ 
ment.

Final revisions begin on 
utility billing practices

(AP) — The Missouri Public 
Service Commission and mem­ 
bers of its staff have begun fi­ 
nal revisions of a utility billing 
practices order aimed at stand­ 
ardizing the operations of all 
regulated gas, electric and wa­ 
ter utilities in the state. 
But in preparation for issuing 
the order by year’s end, the 
commission decided Wednesday 
to obtain additonal information 
from the affected utilities on 
their estimates of additional 
costs to comply with the provi­ 
sions and the basis for those es­ 
timates. 
Commissioner James P. Mul- 
vaney, former chairman of the 
Missouri House Consumer Pro­ 
tection Committee who devel­ 
o p e d the proposed general or-. 
" der, said he did not expect any 
m ajor changes to be made in 
the original proposal. 
Mulvaney indicated, however, 
that there could be some revi­ 
sion 
in 
provisions 
involving 
minimum bill payment periods, 
estim ated billing and late pay­ 
ment charges. 
Under the present proposal, 
customers would have 21 days 
in which to pay their bills be­ 
fore being assessed a m ax­ 
imum late payment charge of 
1.5 per cent a month. Mulvaney 
said the payment period may 
be extended to 25 days. Late 
payment charges for the com­ 
panies assessing them are not 
made after 10 days. 


Companies would be limited 
in the amount of deposits they 
could require for service con­ 
nections and would have to pay 
8 per cent annual interest on 
the deposit.

Mulvaney wants the order to 
go into effect before the end of 
the year in order to avoid a 
four-month or more delay that 
will result from implementation 
of a new state law involving ad­ 
ministrative rules and regu­ 
lations. That law, which goes 
into effect Jan. 1, requires all 
rules of state agencies to be 
published by the secretary of 
state before they can go into ef­ 
fect and the delay is expected 
because of the time needed to 
publish the first edition.

In addition, he said, law en­ 
forcement officials have failed 
to provide equal job opportun­ 
ities for women and have neg­ 
lected the women victims of 
rape and other crimes especial­ 
ly directed at them. 
He said the criminal justice 
system “is a system run by 
males, 
predominantly 
for 
males. Consequently, 
it has 
demonstrated

concern 
with or interest in the problems 
of women — either as offend­ 


ers, victims or as employes.” 
Work spoke on his last day in 
office. He submitted his resig­ 
nation about a month ago and 
plans to join a private Washing­ 
ton law firm.

Final revisions begin on 
utility billing practices ------

(AP) — The Missouri Public 
Service Commission and mem­ 
bers of its staff have begun fi­ 
nal revisions of a utility billing 
practices order aimed at stand­ 
ardizing the operations of all 
regulated gas, electric and wa­ 
ter utilities in the state. 
But in preparation for issuing 
the order by year’s end, the 
commission decided Wednesday 
to obtain additonal information 
from the affected utilities on 
their estimates of additional 
costs to comply with the provi­ 
sions and the basis for those es­ 
timates. 
Commissioner James P. Mul- 
vaney, former chairman of the 
Missouri House Consumer Pro­ 
tection Committee who devel­ 
oped the proposed general or­ 
der, said he did not expect any 
major changes to be made in 
the original proposal. 
Mulvaney indicated, however, 
that there could be some revi­ 
sion 
in 
provisions 
involving 
minimum bill payment periods, 
estimated billing and late pay­ 
ment charges. 
Under the present proposal, 
customers would have 21 days 
in which to pay their bills be­ 
fore being assessed a max­ 
imum late payment charge of 
1.5 per cent a month. Mulvaney 
said the payment period may 
be extended to 25 days. Late 
payment charges for the com­ 
panies assessing them are not 
made after 10 days. 


Companies would be limited 
in the amount of deposits they 
could require for service con­ 
nections and would have to pay 
8 per cent annual interest on 
the deposit.

includes 
guidelines on customer com­ 
plaint 
procedures 
and 
dis­ 
continuation of service. 
While comments on the pro­ 
posal 
submitted 
by utilities 
have not been favorable, Mul­ 
vaney said that “ except for a 
few things, I think we’re talk­ 
ing about good business prac­ 
tices for the companies.” 
A major requirement of the 
companies 
under 
the 
order 
would be the publication and 
distribution to all customers of 
a pamphlet detailing the indi- 
-vidual utility's bill practices 
and procedures in layman’s 
terms. 
That would include complaint 
procedures and the address of 
the Public Service Commission. 
Mulvaney wants the order to 
go into effect before the end of 
the year in order to avoid a 
four-month or more delay that 
will result from implementation 
of a new state law involving ad­ 
ministrative rules and regu­ 
lations. That law, which goes 
into effect Jan. 1, requires all 
rules of state agencies to be 
published by the secretary of 
state before they can go into ef­ 
fect and the delay is expected 
because of the time needed to 
publish the first edition

“ The effort just hasn’t been 
very good and I don’t think the 
players have been playing up to 
their potential,” he told a news 
conference. “ If it needs more 
discipline, I ’ll do it. And if you 
ask me if I will be tougher than 
Charley was, the answer is 
yes.” 
The Jets finished last season 
with six straight victories and 
looked forward to being a con­ 
tender in the N FL’s American 
Conference East Division this 
season. 
“ In preseason we beat the 
(Minnesota) Vikings, Washing­ 
ton and St. Louis,” said Jets’ 
President 
Phil 
Iselin. 
“We 
seemed to have a good team, 
but something went wrong.” 
After six straight losses, the 
Jets are 2-7 for the season and 
have given up 293 points, the 
most surrendered by any team 
in the NFL. On Monday, Iselin 
told The Associated Press he 
was very disappointed with the 
Jets’ performance, saying they 
lacked motivation. But he had 
insisted that Winner was not 
going to be fired during the 
season.

Winners and losers 
Some exiled wealthy ; some poor 


EDITOR S NOTE: They were 
the ruling elite of Saigon for a 
decade. Then the Communists 
took over. In the second of two 
articles on the rich and pow­ 
erful of South Vietnam, AP

den exile for South Vietnam’s 
privileged senior officials and 
generals.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
South Vietnamese were more 
than ready for the collapse. 
Gen. Trang Si Tan moved 
enough money abroad during 
his two years as Saigon’s police 
chief to seriously consider sev­ 
eral big business deals, in­ 
cluding buying an old aircraft 
carrier for scrap metal and 
purchasing a Holiday Inn hotel 
at San Diego. 
Some waited until the last 
minute. 
A former corps commander 
and chief of staff of the arm y 
cleared his safe deposit boxes 
just a few hours before he left 
Saigon. He arrived at Fort 
Chaffee, Ark., with a million 
dollars in large bills in a suit­ 
case. His young mistress ran 
off with the suitcase and a 
young lover, and the general 
spent a month in a military 
psychiatric 
ward 
while 
his 
friends tried unsuccessfully to 
get the money back. 
Some reacted too late. 
Several wealthy generals in­ 
vested heavily in property in 
Vietnam, like the former vice 
president and air chief, M ar­ 
shall Nguyen Cao Ky, who lost 
five tractors and other farm 
machinery when the Commu­ 
nists 
overran 
his 2,500-acre 
property in the Central High­ 
lands. Ky said he brought out 
“only” $40,000 in cash. 
Then there were those senior 
Vietnamese who arrived with 
nothing because they had noth­ 
ing. 
Three-star general Dong Van 
Khuyen, the last chief of staff 
of the South Vietnamese army, 
found work as a $l80-a-week 
waiter at a seafood restaurant 
at Yorktown, Va. He sometimes 
serves U.S. military officers 
who used to advise him on run­ 
ning the l.l million-man Viet­ 
namese armed forces. 
The quality of the lives of 
Vietnamese officials in exile in 
America has come as no sur­ 
prise to U.S. officials familiar 
with the Vietnam scene. 
“The U.S. Embassy was al­ 
ways well aware about who 
was making big money in Sai­ 
gon and who was relatively 


honest,” said one official han­ 
dling the refugee resettlement 
program in Washington D.C. 
“ We went along with Vietnam­ 
ese corruption as the price we 
paid for their loyalty.” 
None are surprised that while 
the last president of Vietnam, 
Nguyen Van Thieu, flits be­ 
tween his handsome homes in 
Taipei, London and the south of 
France, the last president of 
Cambodia, Saukam Khoy, ekes 
out a modest existence with his 
son in Austin, Tex. 
While 
former 
Vietnamese 
Vice 
Prem ier 
Nguyen 
Luu 
Vien, a physician, struggles at 
the University of Oklahoma at 
Norman, Okla., to be licensed 
to practice in America; the 
prime minister, Tran 
Thien 
Khiem, 
now 
a 
resident 
of 
Taipei, tries to decide which 
western country to settle in to 
better manage his business en­ 
terprises. He would prefer the 
U.S., his friends say, but only if 
he could move in quietly. 
Some of the wealthier exiled 
generals — a total of 116 were 
evacuated from Saigon — are 
similarly concerned about ad­ 
verse publicity and are trying 
to maintain a low profile. 
They were shocked by the 
case of Gen. Dang Van Quang, 
a former corps commander in 
Vietnam who was fired for bla­ 
tant corruption in the late 60s, 
and then returned to power as 
one of President Thieu’s closest 
aides and reputed bag man. 
Quang was denied residence in 
the United States, and is cur­ 
rently fighting a deportation or­ 
der from Canada. 
Some generals linked with 
Quang in the past are dis­ 
creetly settling in. 
But the 
wealth shines through. 
Gen. 
Cao Van Vien, formerly chief of 
the general staff headquarters 
in Saigon, whose wife was no­ 
torious in Saigon for her busi­ 
ness dealings, purchased an 
$80,000 home in Virginia for a 
quiet retirement. His son, Cao 
Anh Dung, went public by solic­ 
iting gold from Vietnamese ref­ 
ugees, offering a higher price 
than Deak and Co Inc., the in­ 
ternational 
money exchange, 
banking and investment con­ 
cern. 
Madame 
Vien’s 
younger 
brother, Lt. Col. Tran Ngoc 
Tran, also living in Virginia, 


Arlingon, Va. Thieu had to fire 
Nha, his nephew, because of his 
unpopularity in Saigon, 
and 
Vietnamese living in the Wash­ 
ington area say they are boy­ 
cotting his store. 
Nha tells friends he doesn’t 
care because all his business is 
from Americans living in the 
neighboring apartment build­ 
ings. 
Not all the senior Vietnamese 
are living a life of luxury in the 
United States. 
Gen. Pham Van Dong, one­ 
time commander of the capital 
military' district and a minister 
for veterans affairs, had two 
military aides in Saigon, three 
maids for his wife and five chil­ 
dren, a cook, and three guards. 
Today in Arlington, Va., he 
drives his children to school 
himself while his wife does the 
housework, and lives “on a 
little money I put away.” 
Former 
corps 
commander 
Gen. Nguyen Van Minh lives 
rent-free in an apartm ent pro­ 
vided by a church group in 
New York’s West 99th street, 


and earns enough “to live in 
dignity” in the accounting de­ 
partment of a New York trade 
book publisher. Minh’s luxu­ 
rious home in downtown Saigon 
had walls covered with jade-in­ 
laid 
lacquer 
paintings, 
and 
rooms furnished with mother- 
of-pearl inlaid chairs and ta­ 
bles. 


Other generals formerly with 
power and influence are re­ 
duced now to ordinary pursuits. 
Other generals are unem­ 
ployed. Gen. Tran Van Minh, 
last commander of South Viet­ 
nam’s air force, and now living 
near Sacramento, Calif., says 
he will take “almost any job.” 
Brig. Gen. Pha Hoa Hiep, for­ 
merly a tank brigade com­ 
mander, and minister of infor­ 
mation shortly before Saigon 
fell, is living on food stamps at 
Ocola, Fla. 


The last commander of the 
South Vietnamese navy moved 
into the basement of the home 
of the former chief of U.S. nav­ 
al operations Elmo Zumwalt.

Winners and losers 
Some exiled wealthy ; some poor 


EDITOR S NOTE: They were 
the ruling elite of Saigon for a 
decade. Then the Communists 
took over.

WASHINGTON (AP> - Some 
South Vietnam ese were m ore 
than ready for the collapse. 
Gen. Trang Si Tan moved 
enough money abroad during 
his two years as Saigon’s police 
chief to seriously consider sev­ 
eral big business deals, 
in­ 
cluding buying an old aircraft 
carrier for scrap m etal and 
purchasing a Holiday Inn hotel 
at San Diego. 
Some waited until the last 
minute. 
A form er corps com m ander 
and chief of staff of the arm y 
cleared his safe deposit boxes 
just a few hours before he left 
Saigon. 
He arrived at Fort 
Chaffee. Ark.» with a million 
dollars in large bills in a suit­ 
case. His young m istress ran 
off with the suitcase and a 
young lover, and the general 
spent a month in a m ilitary 
psychiatric 
ward 
while 
his 
friends tried unsuccessfully to 
get the money back. 
Some reacted too late. 
Several wealthy generals in­ 
vested heavily in property in 
Vietnam, like the farm er vice 
president and air chief, M ar­ 
shall Nguyen Cao Ky, who lost 
five tractors and other farm 
m achinery when the Commu­ 
nists 
overran 
his 
2,500-acre 
property in the Central High­ 
lands. Ky said he brought out 
“ only” $40,000 in cash. 
Then there were those senior 
V ietnam ese who arrived with 
nothing because they' had noth­ 
ing. 
Three-star general Dong Van 
Khuyen, the last chief of staff 
of the South Vietnamese arm y, 
found work as a $l80-a-week 
w aiter at a seafood restaurant 
at Yorktown, Va. He som etim es 
serves U.S. 
m ilitary officers 
who used to advise him on run­ 
ning the 1.1 million-man Viet­ 
nam ese arm ed forces. 
The quality of the lives of 
V ietnam ese officials in exile in 
A m erica has com e as no sur­ 
prise to U.S. officials fam iliar 
with the Vietnam scene 
“The U.S. Em bassy was al­ 
w ays well aw are about who 
was making big money in Sai­ 
gon and who was relatively 


honest,” said one official han­ 
dling the refugee resettlem ent 
program in Washington D.C. 
“ We went along with Vietnam ­ 
ese corruption as the price we 
paid for their loyalty.” 
None are surprised that while 
the last president of Vietnam, 
Nguyen Van Thieu, flits be­ 
tween his handsome homes in 
Taipei, London and the south of 
France, the last president of 
Cambodia, Saukam Khov, ekes 
out a modest existence with his 
son in Austin, Tex. 
While

Vietnamese 
Vice 
Prem ier 
Nguyen 
Luu 
Vien, a physician, struggles at 
the University of Oklahoma at 
Norman, Okla., to be licensed 
to practice in America; 
the 
prim e 
m inister,

a 
resident 
of 
Taipei, tries to decide which 
western country to settle in to 
better m anage his business en­ 
terprises. He would prefer the 
U.S., his friends say, but only if 
he could move in quietly. 
Some erf the wealthier exiled 
generals — a total of 116 were 
evacuated from Saigon — are 
sim ilarly concerned about ad­ 
verse publicity and are trying 
to m aintain a low profile. 
They were shocked by the 
case of Gen. Dang Van Quang, 
a form er corf» com m ander in 
Vietnam who was fired for bla­ 
tant corruption in the late 60s, 
and then returned to power as 
one of President Thieu’s closest 
aides and reputed bag m an, 
Quang was denied residence in 
the United States, and is cur­ 
rently fighting a deportation or­ 
der from Canada 
Some generals linked with 
Quang in the past are dis­ 
creetly 
settling in. 
But 
the 
wealth shines through. 
Gen. 
Cao Van Vien, formerly chief of 
the general staff headquarters 
in Saigon, whose wife w as no­ 
torious in Saigon for her busi­ 
ness dealings, 
purchased an 
$80,000 home in Virginia for a 
quiet retirem ent. His son, Cao 
Anh Dung, went public by solic­ 
iting gold from Vietnam ese ref­ 
ugees, offering a higher price 
than Deak and Co Inc., the in­ 
ternational 
money 
exchange, 
banking and investm ent con­ 
cern. 
Madame 
Vlen’s 
younger 
brother, Lt. Col. Tran Ngoc 
Tran, also living in Virginia, 
began driving a Mack Mer­ 
cedes soon after arriving in the 
Washington D.C. area. 
A close political adviser to 
President Thieu, Hoang Due 
Nha, has invested around $100,- 
000 on a home and store spe­ 
cializing in oriental goods in 


Arlingon, Va. Thieu had to fire 
Nha, his nephew, because of his 
unpopularity 
in Saigon, 
and 
Vietnamese living in the W ash­ 
ington area say they are boy­ 
cotting his store. 
Nha tells friends he doesn’t 
care because all his business is 
from Americans living in the 
neighboring 
apartm ent build­ 
ings. 
Not all the senior Vietnam ese 
are living a life of luxury in the 
United States. 
Gen. Pham Van Dong, one­ 
tim e com m ander of the capital 
m ilitary district and a m inister 
for veterans affairs, had two 
m ilitary aides in Saigon, three 
m aids for his wife and five chil­ 
dren, a cook, and three guards. 
Today in Arlington, Va., he 
drives his children to school 
himself while his wife does the 
housework, and lives “ on a 
little money I put aw ay.”

Gen. Nguyen Van Minh lives 
rent-free in an apartm ent pro­ 
vided by a church group in 
New York’s West 99th street, 


and earns enough “ to live in 
dignity” in the accounting de­ 
partm ent of a New York trad e 
book publisher.

rious home in downtown Saigon 
had walls covered with jade-in­ 
laid

paintings, 
and 
rooms furnished with m other- 
of-pearl inlaid chairs and ta ­ 
bles. 


Other generals form erly with 
power and influence are re ­ 
duced now to ordinary pursuits.

ployed. Gen. T ran Van Minh, 
last com m ander of South Viet­ 
nam ’s air force, and now living 
near Sacram ento, Calif., says 
he will take “ alm ost any job.” 
Brig. Gen. Pha Hoa Hiep, for­ 
m erly a 
tank brigade com ­ 
m ander, and m inister of infor­ 
m ation shortly before Saigon 
fell, is living on food stam ps at 
Ocola, Fla. 


The last com m ander of the 
South Vietnam ese navy moved 
into the basem ent of the home 
of the form er chief of U.S. nav­ 
al operations Elmo Zumwalt.
